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Remarks. 


Being located in one of the largest fruit-producing districts in California, we 
are afforded most excellent opportunities for selecting those varieties that expe 
rience has proven to be most profitable for general cultivation—haying regard to 
the quantity and quality of fruit produced. 

Although our aim has been to render our list of varieties as small as possible, 
yet the various tastes of cultivators have required us to enlarge it much more 
than would be necessary for the selection of a good assortment ripening succes- 
sively. 

All market varieties are largely propagated, especially Pears and Plums. The 
destructive work of the curculio on the Plum, and all the diseases the Pear-tree 
is subjected to, at the Hast, causes the scarcity of such fruits in the Eastern 
market. 

The main supply of such fruits will have to come from California, and as soon 
as more railroad communication is afforded us, and transportation cheapened, 
the shipping of fruits Hast will be the most remunerative business in California. 

Packing is done in the best manner “for distant places. We have shipped to 
Japan, China, Mexico, and South America, with success, plants arriving in ex- 
cellent order. A charge is made for packing. 

‘Trees are often exposed for days to sun and wind, at depots and wharves, and 
therefore is it better to pay for careful packing than that the Trees should not 


arrive in good condition. 

Our terms invariably cash. The cost of labor, the care of Trees and Plants 
from two to five years, before they are saleable, and the absolute necessity of cash 
with which to carry on the business is our only apology for our terms.

All orders should be made out in a list by themselves, not mixed up with the 
body of the letter. 

Persons not acquainted with the different varieties of Fruit will do well to leave 
the selection to ourselves, as we shall send only such as give general satisfaction.

All Trees are carefully labelled and packed in the best manner for shipping, 
according to distance, for which a charge will be be made only to cover first cost 
of material and labor. 

All articles will be delivered to the railroad depot without charge. 

Any errors of ours in filling orders will be cheerfully rectified on our receiv- 
ing notice.
